L.  S.  T.  807,  c/o  Fleet  Post  Office,  San 
Francisco,  California  - Just  a line  to 
let  you  know  I was  In  on  the  Invasion  of 
Iwo  Jlma.  All  our  work  and  preparations 
since  leaving  the  States  were  for  this 
purpose.  Maybe  you  can  understand  now 
why  I couldn't  say  anything  up  until  now, 
and  why  I was  so  busy. 

Fortunately,  It's  over  with  now  and  we 
came  out  of  It  OK  although  It  was  pretty 
hot  for  awhile. 

We  were  the  third  LST  to  beach,  and  were 
on  the  beach  for  48  hours.  We  unloaded 
Marines  and  equipment.  Took  on  casualties 


and  transferred  them  to  a hospital  ship. 
Two  Jlma  is  just  750  miles  from  ToJ^lo, 
and  only  610  miles  to  the  closest  point 
of  the  Japanese  mainland. 

We  were  on  the  beach  'just  a few  hundred 
yards  fran  ”Mt.  Surubachl”  (Ho^  Roc^s) 
when  the  stars  and  stripes  went  up  on  the 
highest  point.  It  was  a grand  sight  and 
brought  a cheer  from  all  of  us. 

Well,  that  one  Is  over  but  we  still  have 
a few  more  appointments  with  our  slant- 
eyed friends,  then  we'll  be  heme.  So 
keep  your  fingers  crossed.  I am.  We 
were  sure  lucky.  Shells  were  falling  all 
around  us  while  we  were  there. 

(Note  - In  a more  recent  letter  he  said 
that  a picture  of  their  LST,  v/hlch  was 
taken  the  day  of  the  Invasion,  appeared 
In  TIME  magazine.)

Have  good  showers  and  plenty 
water.  Som.e  Japs  In  the  area,  some  from 
on  the  Island.  Having  seen  how  vast  the 
Pacific  area  is  I am.  amazed  at  the  prog- 
ress they  have  made.  Oh,  we  have  elec- 
tricity but  no  frlgldalre,  nor  electric 
toasters,  nor  radio.
